WILL BE PREPARED TO ADDRESS SUCH ISSUES AS PREPARATION FOR 
MILITARY COMMISSIONS AT 6UANTANAM0; HUNGER STRIKES; THE 
GENERAL CONDITIONS OP DETENTION AND TREATMENT OF ENEMY 
COMBATANTS; ALLEGATIONS ABOUT MISTREATMENT ON THE PART OF 
SOME DETAINEES; RENDITIONS, TRANSFERS, AND RELEASES OF 
DETAINEES; ALLEGED GHOST DETAINEES AND I ORG ACCESS; 
ALLEGED SECRET FACILITIES ; LEGISLATIVE EFFORTS ; AND 
CONTINUED LITIGATION RELATED TO THE ABU GHRAIB PHOTOS. 
POSTS ARE ENCOURAGED TO TAKE ADVANTAGE OF THESE SPEAKERS.

2. THE INTERAGENCY WORKING GROUP ON PUBLIC DIPLOMACY FOR 
DETAINEE ISSUES, CHAIRED BY UNDER SECRETARY HUGHES OFFICE, 
IS PREPARED TO ASSIST POSTS WITH DETAINEE-RELATED PUBLIC 
DIPLOMACY. EMBASSY OFFICERS SHOULD BE PREPARED TO ADDRESS 
THE RANGE OF DETAINEE -RELATED TOPICS IN CONVERSATIONS WITH 
HOST GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS, MEDIA, AND OTHERS. IN SOME 

VIEW MAY BE APPROPRIATE, DRAWING ON ECHO CHAMBER GUIDANCE 
AND OTHER CONSTANTLY UPDATED PUBLIC DIPLOMACY 
MATERIAL AVAILABLE ON INFOCENTRAL (SEE PARAGRAPH 8) . 

3. TO HELP KEEP POSTS AND FOREIGN AUDIENCES INFORMED ON 
THE WIDE RANGE OF DETAINEE -RELATED ISSUES, USG SUBJECT 
MATTER EXPERTS ARE AVAILABLE FOR IN-HOUSE, HOST 
GOVERNMENT, OR PUBLIC BRIEFINGS. THESE BRIEFINGS CAN TAKE 
PLACE IN DIGITAL VIDEO CONFERENCE FORMAT, IN PERSON, OR IN 
A WEBCHAT SETTING. POSTS SHOULD DETERMINE WHAT AUDIENCES 
ARE MOST RELEVANT, BASED ON POSTS NEEDS, REGIONAL 
INTERESTS, AND HOST COUNTRY SENSITIVITIES. 

4. POSTS ARE ENCOURAGED TO RECOMMEND APPROPRIATE 
INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCES AND OTHER VENUES IN THEIR 
REGIONS AT WHICH SPEAKERS MIGHT BE USEFUL.

IIP. THE GEOGRAPHIC BUREAU WILL THEN ARRANGE THE 
PROGRAM. FOR DVCS, THE GEOGRAPHIC BUREAU WILL SCHEDULE 
THE SPEAKER AND PROVIDE DVC EQUIPMENT. FOR DEPARTMENT 
OFFICIALS TRAVELLING AS SPEAKERS, THE GEOGRAPHIC BUREAU 
WOULD SCHEDULE THE SPEAKER; AND THE SPEAKERS OWN OFFICE 
WOULD FUND TRAVEL ON TRAVEL ORDERS. (DEPARTMENT OFFICIALS, 
OF COURSE, DO NOT RECEIVE HONORARIA.)
